Rhome, Texas, Aug. 3.—A stock 
company is being organized at Rhome 
for Hie purpose of boring for oil. 
It has been learned through Lube 
Nichols of Fort Worth, who is foster­ 
ing the scheme, t ii ut a five year lease 
has been obtained on several acres of 
land lying almost in the heart of 
Rhome and upon which there are un­ 
questionable evidences of oil.

Frang Glover, a well known cap­ 
italist of Austin and H ays county, 
received two wounds from a large 
caliber pistol, but neither 
is con­ 
sidered 
dangerous 
unless 
poison 
should occur. 
W arren W. Moore, a 
practicing attorney and former dis­ 
trict attorney, is held by the police 
and is said to have tired I he shots. 
The shooting occurred 
iii front 
of Hie 
Western 
Union 
Telegraph 
office, in about 
the 
most 
central 
spot in town and at a time when the 
streets were crowded, having been 
about 7 :30 o'clock. 
Moore shot twice and walked up 
the street for a block before being 
taken into custody. 
Glover was hit 
both times, once near 
the 
right 
thigh, considered a 
flesh 
wound, 
and in the left leg near the knee. 
The leg was pierced, hut not broken. 
Glover fell to the ground and oft* in­ 
to the gutter, hut was able to rise 
and walk to a doctor's office across 
the street. 
However, from there1 lie 
was removed in an amb''dan cr*. Glov­ 
er did no shooting. 
The names of Glover and Moore 
figured prominently i lithe so-called 
bribery cases in Travis co limy some 
three years ago, and it is said that 
intense feeling has existed between 
the men since that time, and height­ 
ened b ysome recent developments.

off and the rose m ade perfectly clean 
for a good night's rest. 
Not only are there greater comfort 
and a better physical condition in the 
case of the clipped horse, but there is 
less danger from scalded shoulders and 
from harness galls, aud the clipped 
horse, alw ays being dry at night, Is in 
less danger from colds, will work more 
rasily and keep In good condition on 
enough less feed to pay the cost of a 
machine and the trouble of clipping. 
which is a very simple operation and 
may be done by any farm er of ordi­ 
nary skill, aud a good machine should 
last on an ordinary farm a score ol 
years. Really, the only difficult p art of 
the w hole work is in making up one’s 
mind to do it.—American Cultivator.
